It had to come. After the Four 
Freedoms and the Four Horsemen 
of Notre Dame, there just had to be 
a fourth form of pollution. 


Now we have it. In addition to 


air, water and land pollution there 
is a growing awareness sweep- 
ing across the nation that an even 
more insidious form of pollution 
exists and steps must be taken to 
control it with as much or more 
forcefulness 
than we 
are pre- 


sently employing in controlling the 
others. 
The fourth pollution is — visual 


pollution. 
It is a form of pollution that is 


evidenced in many ways. It insults 
the eye in the rundown sections 
of 
our cities, in the construc- 


tion disorder of our industrial com- 
plexes, in the viewing of the junk- 
yards 
and billboards along our 


highways, and in the occasional un- 
kempt structure that blights so many 
of the residential sections of our 
towns and cities. 


But visual pollution in its most 


garish form, some think, especial- 
ly the New York State Natural Beauty 
Commission, is exemplified in the 
"bigger and better" neon-lighted 
advertising signs that line the ap- 
proaches to almost every town and 
city of the nation. 


In stating their position, the com- 


mission has said, "Americans have 
become so increasingly accustomed 
to visual ugliness that the big, bold, 
brassy sign is now actually tolerated 
as reflecting a powerful affluent 
society. The danger is perhaps not 
so much that this visual pollution 
exists, but that eventually we may 
forget there is a better way for 
Americans to live!"

Nixon Aim Was to Axe Wallace

WASHINGTON—What Richard Nixon was doing 


during the last hectic hours at the Republican 
convention in Miami Beach was developing Sen. 
Strom Thurmond, the South Carolina renegade 
Democrat, as his agent to combat another rene- 
gade Democrat, George Wallace of Alabama. 


This is why he gave Thurmond the veto on who 


would run as Vice President, and why he picked 
Gov. Spiro Agnew of Maryland, almost unknown 
to most Republicans, for the No. 2 place on the 
ticket. 


It was a calculated risk. Nix- 


on knew he would antagonize 
many Northern Republicans, 
though he was not prepared for 
as much smoldering resentment 
as that which immediately swept 
over Northern delegations. 


But he figured that with Strom 


Thurmond, together with Sen. 
John Tower of Texas, another 
Southern Republican, he could 
combat his biggest threatbelow 
the Mason-Dixon Line—Wal- 
lace. 


Actually, Sen. Thurmond did a great job for 


Nixon behind the scenes in Miami Beach. No 
sooner had Southern delegates arrived toan a re- 
volt developed in favor of Ronald Reagan. Both 
Rockefeller and Reagan were counting on this 
to pull enough votes away from Nixon to stop 
him on the first ballot. In that case they figur- 
ed on more defections on the second and third 
ballots, and an eventual Nixon defeat. 


But they didn't figure on Strom Thurmond. 


Though Strom started out as a strong Reagan 
man, a talk with Nixon converted him into Nix. 
orfs and he became Nixon's agent with Southern 
delegates. To that end he took the rebellious 
Mississippi delegates on a cruise Monday after- 
noon on a private yacht loaned to Nixon. 


He also helped arrange the secret Nixon con- 


ference with Southern delegates at which Nixon 
threw cold water on school bussing, promised 
to appoint Supreme Court justices who could 
stick with the Constitution, not make laws oh 
their own. 
+ 
In return, Nixon agreed to veto four vice' 


presidential candidates who were anathema to 
the South: Sen. Ed Brooke, the Negro from 
Massachusetts; John Lindsay, mayor of New 
York; Sen. Mark Hatfield of Oregon; and Charles 
Percy of Illinois. 


Actually, Thurmond was not too happy abou' 


Nixon's final choice of Agnew, but agreed that 
Agnew would not antagonize the South. Agnew 
had been elected governor of Maryland as a de- 
fender of open housing. However, he took a 
strong stand against the Negro sit-in at Bowie 
State College, and called on Negro leaders to 
read the riot act to militants after the April 
burnings in Baltimore. About 100 Negro mod. 
erates walked out. So Thurmond agreed that 
Agnew would not antagonize the South. 


Nixon's mistake, however, was in not con. 


suiting the moderates. He consulted the South 
but forgot the moderates. They were sore, 


not so much at the choice of Agnew, a fellow 
moderate, but at not being consulted. 


Whether Nixorfs calculated risk in working 


with Thurmond will pay off now remains to be 
seen. The two men have known and liked each 
other ever since the Eisenhower administration 
when Nixon presided over the Senate. Thur- 
mond, as governor of South Carolina, had bolt- 
ed the Democratic party in 1948 to form a third 
party against Harry Truman after Hubert Hum- 
phrey, then mayor of Minneapolis, had forced 
a showdown on civil rights. 


Though Humphrey won the civil rights battle, 


the entire South walked out of the convention, 
and a majority of the South voted for Strom 
Thurmond's third party that fall. This is one 
reason Nixon figured he could combat the Wal- 
lace third party movement this fall—20 years 
later. 


But ever since he bolted the Democratic party, 


Thurmond has been a lonely figure In me Senate. 
He is charming, likable, a regular attendant 
at prayer breakfasts. But as a Republican he 
is no longer welcome among Southern Senators, 
and moderate Republican Senators don't quite 
trust his politics. In fact, Republicans fumed 
when Thurmond was appointed to the Republican 
Policy Committee. For a time, Sen. Richard 
Russell, the elder statesman from Georgia, was 
not enthusiastic about having Strom on his 
Armed Services Committee. 


One aspect of Thurmontf s career which fellow 


Senators are skeptical about is his very close 
ties with the right wing military, including re- 
tired Gen. Edwin Walker, who was transferred 
from Germany after he indoctrinated his troops 
with some of the teachings of the John Birch 
Society. 
Thurmond, a major general in the 


Army Reserve, was one of Walker* s champions. 


Senators Thurmond and Tower of Texas, the two 


lone Southern Republicans, have been thrown to- 
gether by both geography and politics. Tower 
even loaned Thurmond his ghost-writer, Horace 
Clay, to help the Senator from Soutii Carolina 
write a book. They should be reasonably ef- 
fective in aiding Nixon in the South.. 


One incident in Strom Thurmond1 s life which 


South Carolinians will never let him forget is 
how he invited the first Negro governor of the 
Virgin Islands, William H. Hastie, to stay at the 
executive mansion inColumbia,S.C., when Thur- 
mond was governor of that state. 


Thurmond, of course, did not know that Hastie 


was a Negro! 


"It is my earnest hope," wrote Thurmond, 


"that you and your family will honor South Caro- 
lina with a visit, and be our guests at the man- 
sion." 


The Negro governor was tactful. He thanked 


the governor of South Carolina for "your grac. 
ious invitation to me and my family," but 
said his children were quite young and that it 
would be difficult for him to travel extensively. 
In return, Hastie invited Thurmond to "visitthe 
Virgin Islands and be our guest at Government 
House."

PHAN RANG, Vietnam (AP) 


— Airman Ic, Patrick J. Nugent, 
President Johnson's son-in-law, 
is in training for a new job that 
should let him see a good deal 
of South Vietnam, including 
where the action is. 


Nugent, who arrived in Viet- 


nam April 13 for a one.year 
tour, is stationed at the U.S. Air 
Force Base at Phan Rang, on 
the central coast, 175 miles 
northeast of Saigon. 


He's a member of the 309th 


Special Operations Squadron, in 
training to be a loadmaster on 
the Air Force's C123, a twin.en. 
gine prop plane that carries car. 
go and men to all parts of the 
country. 


The second phase of his train- 


ing, called on-job training or 
OJT by the military, began in 
the middle of July. Nugent is 
flying as an apprentice load, 
master on C123s making hops 
all over Vietnam, and possibly 
to Thailand and Laos. 


A fully qualified loadmaster 


accompanies him on each of the 
trips until mid-September, when 
Nugent will be fully qualified. 


Information about Nugent's 


exact whereabouts on the base, 
and about his flights, is classi- 
fled. At his request, the Air 
Force has kept newsmen away. 


This is Nugent's second job in

cently to the curfew and to the 
efforts of law enforcement offi- 
cials to cope with the sporadic 
acts of violence." 


In the trouble over the week- 


end, police said, one National 
Guardsman was shot In the foot 
by a Negro, a policeman suf- 
fered a broken collarbone when 
hit by a brick thrown by a Ne- 
gro, 
one Negro youth was 


wounded by a policeman's bul- 
let and one white citizen was 
wounded by a shotgun blast 
fired from a passing car car- 
rying Negroes. 


About 70 persons were arrest- 


ed during the three nights and 
about 30 attempts were made to 
firebomb business places, with 
only a half dozen of the devices 
setting blazes.

chance to get a $9 million tax 
rebate, dating back to 1959, has 
been lost by Philadelphia gas 
consumers because of a ruling 
by the State Supreme Court. 


The ruling last week ended a 


nine-year court battle waged 
against a 14.mill tax by the city 
of Philadelphia, United Gas Im. 
provement Co., and the borough 
of Chambersburg. 


The tax applied only to the 


two municipally - owned gas 
plants. UGI operates Philadel. 
phia's gas works. 


Former Mayor Richardson 


Dilworth, UGI counsel, argued 
the case before the high court 
last January. He accused the 
state of political expediency in 
setting the tax. "The state 
needed $1 million," he argued, 
"and decided to hang it on Phil, 
adelphia.'" 


The gross receipts tax Is im-

There was a good 
prospect for scoring an llth 
if he could reach the dummy 
twice to lead spades toward 
the king and queen in his 
hand, inasmuch as East was 
pretty well marked with the 
ace of that suit from the 
bidding 


The ace of clubs was the 


only visible entry to the 
North h a n d , however, so 
South decided to find out how 
much pressure he could apply 
against his opponent by run- 
ning the diamond suit. He 
quickly rattled off six rounds 
of diamonds, producing this 
six card position with East 
not yet having followed to the 
last trick:

East discarded the ace of

He was reluctant to part with 
the six of clubs, for this 
would enable declarer to win 
two tricks in that suit by 
allowing East to win the first 
club and then putting up the 
ace on the next round to drop 
the king—and thereby estab- 
lish dummy's jack. 


East discarded the seven of 


spades, but this play only 
postponed the fatal moment. 
South now led a club and put 
in dummy's eight which East 
topped with the queen. If the 
latter returned a club it 
would give North two tricks. 
East, therefore, cashed the 
ace of spades and returned 
the jack. South's king and 
queen were thereby estab- 
lished for the fulfilling tricks.

sen's disease (leprosy). The generic name is too long to 
mention, but the agent is promising, mainly because it 
need only be given every 11 weeks. In this regard, the 
medication is made to order for those requiring treat, 
ment in many of the less-developed areas of the world. 


Leprosy presents a special problem in Africa, Brazil, 


China, the Philippines, Korea, and India because daily 
administration of drugs is impossible. Victims living in 
remote villages and mountainous regions will now get 
adequate therapy because DADDS can be given at widely* 
spaced intervals. 


DADDS is safe to use and just as effective as the other 


sulfones to the treatment of leprosy. According to the 
•World Health Organization CW.H.O.), 11 million cases 
exist, but only 3 million are registered. In Africa, vp to 
10 per cent of some natives are infected. Brazil has tens 
of thousands of cases. Almost half the registered cases 
axe in Africa.Asia, and the Americas.One in four is un. 
der treatment, except in Asia where it is 1 in 8. W.H.O. 
estimates that there are 2.5 million sufferers in India. 


There is a definite need for a protective vaccine or

No other disease, except cancer, is more frightening 


than leprosy. This is an unfortunate hangover from 
biblical times. Actually the disease is not very con. 
tagious, and it is unusual for both husband and wife to 
be afflicted. In addition, prompt therapy may not cure, 
but it prevents deformity and disability. The stigma is 
so implanted that today many of those discharged from 
leprosaria cannot return home but must be assimilated 
into the general population elsewhere.

PARIS (AP) — North Viet- 


nam assailed Republican presi- 
dential nominee Richard 
M. 


Nixon today and denounced as 
"unrealistic" the Republican 
party's platform statement on 
conditions for ending the Viet- 
namese war. 


Nguyen Thanh Le, spokesman 


of the North Vietnamese delega- 
tion to the Paris peace talks, 
also lashed President Johnson 
and Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey with the charge that 
they have intensified "the -war 
of aggression." 


Le volunteered his comments 


on the Republican party and its 
nominee at a news conference 
and indicated he might have 
something to say about the 
Democrats after they have pro- 
duced their platform and chosen 
a candidate in their convention 
at the end of this month. 


The North Vietnamese sally

seemed designed to underscore 
their insistence that no progress 
can be made in the peace talks 
unless the United States uncon- 
ditionally halts all attacks on 
their territory. 


Le stressed this contention 


and a Hong Kong dispatch quot- 
ed the Hanoi newspaper Nban 
Dan, official North Vietnamese 
publication, as hammering the 
same point, saying "there can 
be no discussions on any other 
matters" until all attacks on the 
north are halted. 


Speculation that the Johnson 


administration is considering 
ending the bombing persisted 
among diplomats here, even 
though the official line from 
Washington recently has called 
anew for assurances that the 
North Vietnamese also would 
show military restraint. 


In the peace talks, the next
